Tuoerculosis » The  number  of  nevi/  cases  v/as  49  ^ fall  on 
figure  of  56^£’or  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Diseases,  There  v/ere  no  major  epidemics  of 
octious  disease  or  cases  of  food  -poisoning  during  the  year, 
rlet  Fever  was  rather  more  prevetlent  than  in  the  previous  year 
the  cases  v/ere  mild  and  no  deaths  occurred,  Moaslos  and 
oping  Cough  figures  show  an  increase  p)robably  due  to  more 
ipiete  notification. 

During  this  year  England  and  Vvales  suffei’ed  from  an  epidemic 
Acute  Poliomyelitis  but  only  five  cases  were  notified  for 
combined  Areas,  of  ‘vAnich  -four  were  removed  to  hospital  and 
recovered. 

Three  cases  of  Diphtheria  v/ere  notified  (one  a non-civilian) 
ery  low  level  and  undoubtedly  a tribute  to  the  eff icacj^  of 
htheria  Immunisation.-. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the  research  nov/  being 
r-ied  out  v/ill  result  in  the  production  of  a D'hoo'ping  Cough 
:cirj£  -which  v/ill  be  as  reliable  as  that  for  Diphtheria, 

•ths . The  figures  shov/  that  Heart  Disease  and  Intra  Cranial 
icular  Lesions  caused  the  highest  number  of  deaths  and  Cancer 
; second  highest  number  as  in  previous  years.  Disease  of  the 
Bu  - Tuberculosis,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  still  take  their 
.1  of  life  but  are  being  ke-pt  in  bounds  by  -modern  trea-cment 
uuding  the  use  of  Penicillin  and  the  Sulpha  group  of  drugs, 

. Good  progress  has  bee-n  -made  considering  the  many 
hiculties  and  limitations.  The  greatest  lag  is  in  the  repair 
present  houses  and  'bhe  reconstruction  of  buildings  such  as 
/sheds. 

May  I express  my  deep  ap-preciation  of  the  kindness  and 
isideratio-n  shown  by  the  four  Councils  in  a year  made  difficult 
tne  death  of  Dr.  Ruttall  and  the  loss  of  his  v/ise  experience  ? 
so  acing,  I wo-ald  pay  a tribute  to  the  readj'-  co-operation  of 
= Sa-Qitary  Inspectors  and  their  staifs.  This  has  proved 
valuable  in  bridging  the
